A dismissal order was issued on 
September 13, 1979, Third, he was charged with 
sexual abuse in the first degree in 1980; a dismissal 
order was filed in December, 1980. 

Your guidance, please. It is obvious he has not been 
convicted of the two sexual related charges for reasons 
indicated.
